The ofScial teply, dated 17th Septem- 
ber, stale, that the Qoviasoa htd laid the 
Idler Wfurc Ihe 1 necnlife Council , that 
the Council wtre uf opinion thai tilt ob- 
jecl in question waa one towards the car- 
rying out of which pecuniary assistance 
might be granted out of the Crown Land 
He venue, tittder tht authority of the Land 
Sslrs Act, and therefore advised that such 
Mai stance should be granted to an extent 
not exceeding jfuOO ; and that Hit £■- 
i-ilL'Ncy had much pleasure in approving 
the retommendalion of the Council, and 
had given the nectesary instruction! fur 
the issue of Ihe money. 

Had the Ciuvsanoti and Council dis- 
tinctly foteneea the liberal policy which 
it now appears has been adupted by Hu 
Muisty'i tsovtrnmenl in reference lo 
thit great question, they could not have 
acted mote consistently with that policy, to 
far at their powers extended, than they 
ate thud shown lo have don*. 

The Land and Emigration Com mil - 
sinner., in their Report to Earl ({am gf 
the Srd February, 1817, adverting to tht 
queition whether* bill should be brought 
in to amend the i.iirol Satei Act, to u to 
admit of ditpoaing of lands for railways 
at the minimum price of all , ubstrve- 
•' The formation of railway! mutt be to 
impottaut to the welfare of the colony, 
•nd likewise to conducive to the value 
of Crown lands, that we feel Little doubt 
that Lord Omv will be fkronrably dis- 
posed to Ihe principle of this propoatl." 
With re.p*ct to land for stationi, the 
Carats iationeri infer, from the iafunna- 
tion obuined at the Railway Depart- 
ment, that an allowance of an acre and a 
half, or at moat two acres, fur each mile 
of the railway, would lie ample for the 
mere Btatiou houses and buildings con ■ 
nected with them, eicloilvfly of 
land granted fur the formation or 
road. But Sir liio.ta Uirre, they ob- 
terve, bad recomwoded B40 acre, for each 
ilatioo,wiihtheviewnf"rncouraglagthe 
tnterpMK* of companies, by the ptotpKl 
of benebl from the increaard value which 
(hey might bettow un lands at important 
ttaliona along lheir line." The Coin, 
minionert, huwever, in a spirit of muni 
ri\*r«r which we certainly could not have 
ripetted from thai quarter, repusl thai 
instead of lilt) acres lu every twtnly 
miles, they would have no objection lo 
allowing 100(1 acres 10 that distance, 
which would be at the rale of i0 ecret to 
each milt. And fuither, they recommend
